French Surprise Attack 


PARIS, June 10,--The French made 
f& Surprise attack last night on the left 
bank of the Moselle, near the eastern 
end of the front, ‘The war office an- 
nounces that serious losses were in- 
flicted on the Germans. Violent ar- 
tillery fighting occurred near Craonne 
and Chevreux. The statement follows: 

“Violent artillery actions occurred 
last night at various points on the 
front, especially in the vicinity of Cra- 
onne and Chevreux, German recon- 
noitring parties attempted to ap- 
proach our lines near the Hurtebise 
monument, northeast wr Prunay, and 
on both banks of the Meuse, at Dead 
Man Hill and in Caurleres Wood. 
These efforts wer without result. 

“We carried out a surprise attack 
on the left bank of the Moselle, in the 
region of the Thiacourt Railway. Our 
detachments penetrated a German 
trench at several points and inflicted 
Serious losses on the enemy. They 
destroyed shelters and brought back a 
score of prisoners,”

cabinet had resigned and he said that 
there was nothing in it, It is under- 
stood that a few fours later Mr, 
Patenaude's letter of resignation was 
sent to the office of the prime minis- 
ter and it was almost immediately ac- 


cepted, 
Vigorously Opposed. 

It is known that since the announce- 
ment of the government's intention to 
introduce conscription that Mr. Pate- 
naude has been vigorously opposed to 
{t and that he had vo a number of 
occasions asserted that he would in 
ul probability drop out of the govern- 
nent, It is understoyse that the reas- 
ns given by him to the prime min- 
ister for his action Were that he con- 
sidered his present, position untenable 


in view of the onupaition SAnactip,. 
ttont dn. the..provitice of Oe ec. 


Mr, Patenaude hassbeen the French- 
Canadian representative in the gov- 
ernment for the Montreal district 
since October, 1915, when he became 
minister of inland revenue. He was 
not at that time a member of the Do- 
minion house, but had sat as the re- 
presentative of La Prairie in the Que- 
bec legislature for several years. He 
was clected by acclamation for Hoch- 
elaga division, Montreal. 

Mr, Patenaude continued to be min- 
ister of inland revense until! the death 
of Hon. T. Chase Casgrain, former 
post-master general, when Hon. P, BE. 
Blondin was shifted from the state to 
the post office department and Mr, 
Patenaude became secretary of state, 
Hon, Albert Sevigny taking his place 
in the Inland revenue department. 

Blondin stays 

In regard to the other two French 
ministers, it can be stated pretty de- 
finitely that Hon. P. BE. Blondin does 
hot intend to resign. He is under- 
stood to favor the proposed conscrip- 
tion bill. 

Apart from the resignation of Mr. 
Patenaude there were no definite de- 
velopments today in connection with 
the political situation. The English 
Liberal members may hold a caucus 
Monday forenoon and Tuesday there 
will be another full party caucus. 

Sevigny's Views. 

QUEBEC, June 10,——Hon. Albert 
Sevigny, minister of siiand revenue, 
dec.ared “here today that he {ntends 
to remain in the Borden government. 

“If the French-Canadian ministers 
lstened without reflection to a certain 
part of the people here,” he said, 
“they would immediately resign, but 
I think that the French element of 
this country is not ready to abandon 
its representation in the government, 
It would be easy to do what certain 


demagogues call a@ noble deed and 
create ~opularity for one's self by ap- 
pealing to passion and prejudice, 


What is more difficult Is to work to 
maintain union between the two races 


that will live in Canada forever, «If 
the French-Canadians said to the 
prime minister that they no longer

TWENTY-EIGHT MEN 
RESCUED FROM THE 
SPECULATOR MINE 


One Too Far Gone To Recover 
—Hope Of Saving 
Others, 


BUTTE, Mont., June 10.—Twenty- 
eight men, entombed in the Speculator 
Mine since the fire Friday night, were 
brought to the surface alive at 1.40 
o'clock this afternoon. Of the 28 res- 
cued men, one was #o far gone that 
resuscitation was impossible, The 
finding of the men alive stimulated ef- 
forts of the rescue teams and there 
is strong hope that others may be 
found alive. 

Butte, Mont., June %—With 86 
known dead and 167 men missing as 
the result of a fire which broke out in 
the Speculator copper mine last night, 
Butte faced the worst mining disaster 
in its history, The fire broke out in 
the lower level of the mine late last 
night, starting from a broken powe: 
cable that carried electricity to the 
underground pumps, Lower levels of 
the mine quickly filled with smoke 
and gas. There were 415 men on the 
night shift, Of these 218 eseaped 
through levels conecting with other 
mines. The gas spread to the Dia 
mond mine and took a further toll of 
life in that property. 


WARFARE USED 
BY CANADIANS 


Burning Oil Projected Before 
Attack—Inflict Heavy Losses 
On Enemy.

CANADIAN HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, via London, June 10.—The 
Canadians’ raid of Satugday morning, 
it is now known, resulted in the in- 
fliction of far more serious losses on 
the enemy than at first estimated, 
while our own casualties were relative- 
ly light, considering the number of 
men engaged and the depth to which 
the enemy's positions were penetrated. 

In one sector of the front, it is 
stated, in the official report, thirty 
dead were counted and twelve pris- 
oners were taken by our men, whose 
losses were only two killed and five

Before his 
departure the corps commander issued 
a special order in which he said: 

“In bidding goodbye to the corps 
I find it very difficult to give expres- 
sion to the feelings of pride and af- 
fection which dominate all other sen- 
timents, During the year of my com- 
mand the unvarying success in bat- 
tle, the progress in training and in 
discipline, and the unswerving devo- 
tion and loyalty of all ranks, are fea- 
tures which stand out prominently in 
the history of the corps. That his- 
tory will last forever, and my associ- 
ation with you in the making of it is 
a joy that can never be impaired.” 

The men in tho ranks, as well as 
the officers with whom he was more 
intimately agsociated, regret deeply 
his departure from the command of 
Canada's field forces.

_ 


Dr. Clark frankly declared his

premier had in mind regarding con- 
scription. He could not say he knew 
of Liberal secrets, or those of the 
“oppositionist,” but he believed in 
organization and mobilization of man- 
power, material pow@f and moral 
power in Canada for the winning of 
the war, which was the greatest in 
history, because it was for the greal- 
est cause In history, the liberty of tlie 
world. The premier had given hie 
pledge to send 600,000 men to help 
the motherland, and it seemer to him 
that the national honor was wrapped 
up in that pledge, He did not worry 
over the part organized labor played 
in the war, but he certainly did not 
believe it was opposed to conscrip- 
tion, 
Organized Labor 

Some of the best representatives of 
organized labor that ever planted feet 
in Canada were in the trenches and 
graves of Belgium and Flanders, said 
Dr, Clark. They could not, however, 
take the poor man and ask him tu 
give up his life, his all, and leave oth- 
ers at home to pile up millions of 
blood money. 

Mr. Rowell said that while they 
must strive by every means to win the 
war they must preservo the unity of 
the country and look upon the oppor 
ing clements in Quebec with a chari- 
table spirit. ‘‘Because reinforcements 
are urgently needed at the front,” he 
gaid, “because I am continually rpceti- 
ing letters from the men at the front 
asking for help, I stand here definite- 
ly in favor of selective conscription 
After three years of volutary service 


we are convinced that we must 
change the system. For we must not 
we dare not, deesrt our men at the 


front.”

CAPTURING A MACHINE GUN 


Lieut. Frederick M. W. Harvey, one of the four Canadians who have 
recently won the Victoria Cross, the greatest honor that any soldier can 
receive, comes from Macleod, Alberta. He went overseas with the 13th 
Mounted Rifles and, when that unit was broken up on the other sido, was 

attached to the famous Strathcona Horse. 

Lieut, Harvey enlisted as a private and worked up through the sue- 
cessive grades until he earned his commiasion just before the ragiment 
went away. Before enlisting he was a farmer in the Standoff district, south 
of Macleod. He is a son-in-law of Robert Patterson, the former M.P.P. 
for the conatituency, who was defeated at tho recent election. Lieut, Harvey 
was born in Ireland, that land of gallant fighters, and was reputed to be the 
best boxer and the best wrestler tn the regiment. Ho is a fine, tall chap, 
absolutely fearless, and a born leader of men. It is predicted that still 
further honors are In store for him in the military line, before the war ends, 
The story of the achievement which earned him the Cross has already been 
printed, The official version is as follows: 

Lieut. Frederick Maurice Watson Harvey: ‘For. most goneorenoes 
bravery and devotion to duty. During an attack by hia régiment 6n a village

WOOL SHIPPED 
BY RIVER BOAT 
TO EDMONTON 


Industry is Being Rapidly Devel. 
oped—Peace River Has Big 
Consignments 


While the Alberta Provincial Sheep 
Breeders’ Association Is not receiving 
wool generally until after the Bdmon- 
ton Exhibition, one or two shipments 
havo already been recetved. One of 
those reached the city by steamboat, 


having been brought up the river 
from Shandro by the City of Edmon- 
ton. "The co-operativa sale of wool, 
conducted by this association, is prov- 
ing very popular, and already over 
55,000 pounds have been promised, 
with new applications coming by ev- 
¢ry mail. The wool will this year 
come from all over the northern part 
of the province, one shipment of 126 
fleeces coming from Peace River. 
The shipments vary in size from five 
and ten fleeces from the smaller own- 
ers, to over cleven hundred fleeces 
from one member. Under the co-op- 
erative method of selling fostered by 
the Provincial and Dominion Govern- 
ments the man with the few fleaces 
will get the same price as the man 
with several hundred sheep. 

W. J. Stark, secretary of the As- 
sociation, aays that the membere are 
going to get a splendid price for their 
wool this year, From private Infor- 
mation received from the east, it is 
learned that wool has sold there as 
high as sixtyrfour cents per pound. 
The Dominion Government has pro- 
vided a warehouse at 188 Simcoe 8t., 
Toronto, to which the Western Woo! 
associations may consign thelr woo! 
for sale in case unsatisfactory bids 
are recetved from the buyers who 
come weet. Mr. Stark, while recently 
in the east, inspected this warehause 
and mado himself thoroughly familiar 
with the method by which the wool 
will be handled and sold by a govern- 
ment representative, provided the 
market price cannot be obtained at 
home. The eastern manufacturers 
will not buy wool without seeing it 
first, and a& comparatively few end 
heir buyers to the weat, the breeders 
n this part of the Dominion have in 
he past found it difficult to get the 
‘ull market value of their elip. It is 
he intention, of course, of the associa- 
tion to ask for tendera for the wool, 
the same as in the past, and if a ant- 
\sfactory price can ,be obtained the 
wool will be sold in Edmonton,

ANSWERS TO SATURDAY’S ENQUIRIES 


1. To property sterilize mifk, fill 
your bottles with the milk mixture 
and stopper them. well with cotton, 
Place a block of wood in the bottom 
of a kettle half filled with cold water 
and stand a rack containing the bot- 
tles on the block. Bring the wator 
to the botling point and allow the 
bottles to steam in the closely cov- 
cred kettle for an hour, The milk 
is then cooled and placed upon ice, 
Every bottlo and all utensils used in 
the p ration of the milk must be 
thoroughly scrubbed in hot soap. 
suds. rinsed in cool water and boited 
before the milk comes in contact with 
them. 


2. If ashes are dampened bofore 
being removed they will not fly. 


3. When washing delicately color. 


ed frocks bran water should be used 
instead of soap. Tic wheat bran loose- 
ly in a thin cloth and rub the clothes 
with it, using lukewarm water. Rinse 
quickly and bang to dry in the shade 

4. Boudotlr slippers are sometimes 
called cothurns, 

5. In embroldcring thread, the 
thread should be fastened by drawing 
through the  materini. Knotting 
should be nvolded ff a neat appear- 
ance is desired, 

6. A curling fluid for the hair is 
made as follows: One draw gum ara- 
bic, one dram sugar, two ounces rose 
water.. Mix and dissolye, Moisten 
the hair with the solution then twist 
on curlers,

The turmoil and excitement of the 
‘lection campaign is over and we are 
nee more back at our workaday avo- 
vations. It is a satisfactory reflec- 
tion to dwell on that in this constitu-

Andrew Ferguson was deputy return- 
ing officer at Ministik, and Charlie 
Oliver poll clerk. Mr. Glynn was de- 
puty returning officer at astings Lake. 
W. A. Ross acted as enumerator in 
Cooking Lake district, William Ham- 
ilton in Unecas, and Mr. Atkinson at 
Ministik. There were 76 names on 
the register at Cooking Lake and 387 
at Uneas, Sixteen ladies voted at the 
former polling station and eight at 
the Intter.

The Trafalgar Square demonstration 
brought together great crowds. Joseph 
Havelock Wilson, president of the 
National Seaman's Union in the course 
of a speech said: 

“This is no-new question. I wrote 
18 months ago a protest to the council 
of the German Transport Federation 
against submarine barbarities and 
warned the council that unless it pro- 
tested against the U boat warfare my 
union would refuse to participate af- 
ter the war in any conference inchid- 
ing the Germans, The answer I re- 
ceived was that my proposal was 
laughed to scorn and that the U boats 
were, perfectly justified in acting as 
they dia.” 

Mr. Wilson sald that there were 
3,600,000 orgenized workers in Great 
Britain, and if Ramsay MacDonald 
was able to get half a million of those 
votes in his favor the unton would 
immediately withdraw tho boycott. If

A FOOLISH BLOOKADE. 


The electors of Beaver River 
and St. Paul des Metis. seem to 
have put the blame for tho hold- 
up of the St. Paul railway, where 
it belongs. Now that it is apparent 
that no political profit is to be 
gained by trying to saddle the 
Provincial Government with the 
blame, it is to be hoped the Domin- 
ion ministers will abandon 
their blockade tactics, push this 
line to completion, and also ex- 
tend the line from Sangudo to 
Whitecourt, 


THE LABOR MEMBER. 


The election of a recognized re- 
presentative of the labor interests 
to the Legislature is an event in 
keeping with the development of 
the Province, will tend to make 
the House more thoroughly repre- 
sentative, and will no doubt have 
an influence in directing attention 
to such interests of the wage-earn- 
ers of the Province as may require 
legislative protection. + 

Already a pretty large propor- 
tion of the people of Alberta are 
wage-earners, and therefore vital- 
ly concerned in the conditions 
governing employment and em- 
ployees. As industrial and com- 
mercial development continues 
the wage-carning population must 
increase not only in numbers but 
in proportion to the.whole popula- 
tion, and the conditions of em- 
ployment and employees become 
of broader importance, A capable 
spokesman for these interests in 
the Legislature should be both 
welcome and useful. 

Certainly if there was ever a 
time in Canada when the wage- 
earner needed a chance to make 
himself heard this is it. 


PROTECTING ITALIANS; 
NEGLECTING CANADIANS 


There is both precedent and di- 
rect obligation for radical Gov- 
ernment action to stop profiteer- 
ing in Canada. A year and a half 
ago our Government seized six- 
teen million bushels of wheat, 
when wheat was selling at about 
a dollar a bushel; and gave as a 
reason that it was done to secure 
flour for the Italian people at rea- 
sonable prices, Are our Ministers 
more concerned about preventing 
hardship in Italy than hardship 
in Canada? Or is it that the ef- 
fect of the seizure then fell upon 
the farmers, while the effect of 
price regulation would fall upon 
other interests? Four months 
ago the Government sent out 
National Service cards asking 
all the men in the country to 
agree to work for the duration of 
the war, at whatever they might 
be required to do, for their pre- 
sent rate of pay. What is the po- 
sition of the thousands of men 
who bound themselves by that 
promise to the Government? Has 
the Government no obligation to 
save them and their families from 
the unforeseen consequences of 
the’ increasing cost of living? 
What of the dependents of our 
soldiers, who are trying to meet 
the increasing living cost with 
the very moderate allowance fix- 
ed at a time when the cost was 
not at all in comparison to what 
it is now? Have these no claim 
(o protection?

Price of Butter, 
From Soufhland ‘Times, New Zealand. 

The Hon. W. D. 8. MacDonald made 
a statement re the price of butter, He 
says that a Gazette notice, issued un- 
der the regulations of the Trade and 
Commerce Act on February 16th, fix- 
ed the maximum wholesale and retail 
prices of butter during the months 
from Februaty to August inclusive. 
The maximum wholesale price of but- 
ter, as sold by the manufacturer and 
delivered in boxes at the factory on 
the usual trade terms, allowed for a 
farthing storage during the month of 
March, and one-eighth of a penny dur- 
ing the months of April, May, June, 
and July. Thus the maximum price 
chargeable by the ‘factory in Apri) 
was 1s 41-2d, May 18°94 3-8d, June 1s 
41-2d, July 1s 4 5-8d, and August Is 
43-40, The wholesale distributor was 
allowed a maximum of 1d per Ib, for 
patting and delivery to the retailer, 
but to comply with the custom of the 


retail trade which does not deal in 
elghths of a penny, the maximum 
prices the grocer should pay were 
fixed at; April Is 51-4d, May = and 
June 1s 61-2d, July and August 1s 
63-40. The retailer was allowed on

Montreal, June 9—-A resolution re- 
garding conscription of men and 
wealth was introduced in the Presby- 
terlan general assembly meeting in 
Erskine church this morning by Rev. 
Dr, He@ridge, Ottawa, and was passed 
amid much enthusiasm, It redds as 
follows: 

“The assembly desires to express 
appro¥al of the efforts being made to 
rouse sluggards among the youths o! 
Canada to a sense of their duty and 
enroll those available in the army of 
Canada, It endorses a policy of se- 
lective conscription as applied to the 
hattlefield and also as appiled to the 
wealth and talent of the country for 
the service of Canada at this time, 
when so much is at stake. All minor 
jasues should. be set aside in com- 
mon enthusiasm to win the war.” 

Church Union Roport, 

The commigsioners also began con- 
sideration of the report of the church 
union committee. The church union 
committee, of which Sir R. A. Fal- 
coner, of Toronto Univeraity, is con- 
vener, reported that ‘in pursuance 0! 
the ingtructions of the last Senem ny, i 
had proceeded to carry out the policy 
of the assembly by informing the ses 
sions of the churches ae to the actio: 
of the assembly favoring union wit) 
the Methodist and Congregationa 
churches. A message was prepared 
and sent out to sessions. Desiring that 
the membership of the church should 
be made acquainted as widely as pos 
sible with the announcement, the com- 
mittee instructed the convener to ask 
that it be inserted fn the Record; but 
the editoi, acting on the advice of his 
committee, refused the requsat on the 
ground that it was controversial ma‘ 
ter. The executive union committe 
entered its dissent against such a po 
sition being taken by a committee o° 
the church in regard to a commun! 
cation to the union committee whic 
was carrying out the policy of the as- 
sembly." 

Question of Legislation. 

The committee intimated that i: 
had nothing to report on the assem- 
bly’s instructions “to act in co-opera- 
tion with committees of the Methodist 
and Congregational churches in ob 
taining legal advice and in taking 
such steps as may be deemed prope: 
to secure Dominion and _ provincia 
legislation conveying property to thc 
United Church.” 

Concluding, the report states that it 
asked the boards of education, foreign 
missions, home missions, ocial ervice, 
Sunday chools to enter into co-opera- 
tion with similar boards of the Metho- 
dist and Congregational churches. An 
addendum of the report gives an his- 


torical sketch of the co-operation 
movement composed of representa- 
tives of the three denominations 


which held a meeting in Toronto, Jan- 
uary 8, 1917, and recommended that 
“until the organic union of the nego- 
tiating churches is consummated the 
principles of co-operation be applied: 

‘l—In the adjustment of overlap- 
ping in existing flelds; 

“9—In the arranging of religious 
work in absolutely new districts, 

“§—In the work to be done amongst 
the foreign nationalities.”

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American Wheat Crop 


656,000,000 Bushels 


WASHINGTON, June 6.-<The prospective wheat crop of the 
United States this vear was forecasted today by the department of 
exriculture at 656,000,000 bushels, combining a revised estimate of 
the badly damaged winter wheat crop and the first estimate of the 
new spring wheat crop, based on June 1 conditions. That compares 
WIth 640,000,000 bushels harvested last year and 806,000,000 bushels, 
the average crop for 1911-16, 

Improved weather conditions during May increased prospects of 
winter wheat and indicated a crop of 378,000,000 bushels. The crop 
began iis epring under adverse conditions, 12,437,000 acres havin, 
to be abandoned because of severe winter and other causes. Ap 
1 conditions indicated a production of 430,000,000 bushels, but during 
that month growing conditions were sv poor that the May 1 forecast 
was reduced to 366,116,000 bushels. 

The inéreased spring wheat area, placed at 19,039,000 acres, and 
the good start of this crop under excellent growing conditions, indi- 
cate a production of 288,000,000 bushels compared with 168,143,000 
bushels last year, 361,884,000 bushels in 1915, and 283,571,000 bushela 
the average for the previous five years,

Improvements. Of the amount mentioned for Maintenance of Way, 86,182,672.00 was 
for the Grand Trunk Ratlway of Canada, and the balance, or $5,578,026.00, being for 
the lines operated in the United States,

All of these items are additions and hbetterments to equipment and are charge-

The remainder of the items on that page of the record referred to amounted 
to $475,775.98, and were enti for equipping locomotives, freight and passenger 
cars with safety appliances ordered by the board of railway commiasioners and the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, and it is strictly a capital charge, and has been 
and 1s now being expended regularly as the equipment comes into shops fer repairs. 

It will thus be seen that of the $23,181,345.07 so frequently referred to in the com- 
tnission’s report, aw a failure to properly maintain the property, that as a fact only 
$13,590,774.05 1s a maintenance charge covering all lines in Capada and the United 
States, and a portion of this is properly chargeable to capital,

In the days before the war, and 
today as well, when anybody in the 
British Empire wants to know some 
thing or other about Africa, he writes 
or telephones to Sir Harry Hamilton 
Johnston, Sir Harry knows the Dark 
Continent and its inhabitants and he 
has gained his knowledge at first 
hand, for he has lived in the wilds of 
Africa both as admenistrator and as 
explorer, He has at the same time 
studied the African negro as prob- 
ably no other man. 
Sir Harry Hamilton 
C.B., was born in London, and tomor- 
row will celebrate his fifty-ninth 
birthday. Like all other Englishmen 
he is “doing his bit,” he being a mem- 
ber of one of the important commit- 
tees working to bring victory to the 
Allies, Heo was educated at King's 
College and the Royal Academy of 
Arts In his earlier years he gave 
great promise of becoming a great 
painter but the wanderist overcame 
him and he abandoned England and 
civilization for a Hfe enat has been 
full to overflowing of adventure In 
1879 he travelled htrough the interior 
and along the coast of northern Africa 
and in 1882 explored Portuguese West 
Africa and the Congo rtver, reaching 
nany places where white men had 
never been before. His career as a 
British official began in 1885 when 
he was apointed vice-consul in the 
Cameroons ard Jater in the Niger 
Coast Protectorate and the province 
of Mozambique. In 1889 he 
the expedition to Lakes Nyassa 
Tanganyika; from 1897 to 1899 he 
Was consul-general at Tunis and in 
the latter year became eommander-in- 
chief of the Uganda Protectorate and 
adjoining territories.
